Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

upon close review of the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks in the After Final 

Amendment filed on 8-20-08, it appears that the allowance of claims 1, 5-14, and 23-36 are 

appropriate. 

The prior art of Alperovich, used in the final office action, discloses selecting a 
component for inclusion in a message and location conditions under which the message is 
enabled to be opened by a recipient device at a sender's communications device rather than 
storing said component as a portion of the message together with a message header holding the 
location conditions under which the message is enabled to be opened by the device of the 
recipient in a memory of the communication device, the message header further including 
information descriptive of content of the message and information displayable to the recipient 
indicating requirements to read the message and creating a presentation file including parameters 
relating to control of a speed of a playback of a video file. Therefore, Alperovich does not meet 
the requirements of the claimed invention. 

Further, it would be contrary to the teaching in Alperovich to include storing the message 
in the communication device of the sender, requirements to read the message, and creating the 
presentation file since Alperovich does not disclose the sender's communication device stores 
the message in its memory and provide options for the sender such as: requirements for reading 
the message and creating a presentation file.
